BERLIN, via London, July 5.—Violent 
fighting between the Germans and en- 
tente allies on both sides of the Somme 
River has been contmeous «ance last 
night, says the officia) statement issued 
today by the Army Headquarters staff.

ABANDON STRIKE 
BEGIN CLEAN UP 


Pledge of Mayor Kiel to Work 
for Wage Increase Bill 
Wins Them Over. 


MEN ARE 


Measure to Be Urged on Alder- 
men Calls for Wages of

garbage wagon drivers ended shortly 
after noon today, when the men, at a 
meeting held at 2228 Olive street, voted 


tu return to work at once. Their action 
was brought about by the signed pledge 
of Mayor Kiel and President Hall of 
the Board of Aldermen that they would 
dw their utmost to obtain the immediate 
passage of a bili, now in the Board 
of Aldermen, which increases the 
drivers’ pay fram $50 to $65 a month. 

At 1:10 o'clock, less than an hour 
after the vote was taken, the men were 
taking out their wagons from the city 
stables, Forest Park boulevard and Van- 
ueventer avenue. Ninety-six garbage 
carts and four dead animal wagons 
were taken out within a short time, and 
the men declared they would have the 
city ‘“‘cleaned up’’ within two days. The 
accumulated garbage is estimated at 159 
tons. 

Want Bill Passed by Tuesday. 

The men said that, if the promised 
legislation increasing their pay is not 
enacted by next Tuesday, they would 
walk out again. The Mayor, who cut 
short a visit to New York to come home 
and handle the strike situation, believes 
the increase will be enacted by that 
time,,and perhaps as early as Saturday 
evening. 

The .drivers struck last Friday, the 
same day that the bill increasing their 
pay was introduced into the Board of 
Aldermen by Alderman Hunt. The 
Aldermen were ready to pass the bill if 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment would recommend it, but it was 
understood that Comptroller Player, 
whose judgment in most matters carries 
great weight in the Board of Estimat, 
was against - it. 

But the Mayor and the President of 
the Board fo Aldermen are the two oth- 
er members of the Board of Estimate, 
and they can outvote Player. They 
promised, at a conference with strik- 
ers’ representatives this morning, that 
they would do this, and would approve 
the wage increase bill at once. 

The Aldermen can then give the bill 
a reading Friday, and pass it at a 
special meeting Saturday, after which 
the Mayor promises, he will sign it at 
once. The bill carries an emergency 
clause, and so will become effective as 
soon as it is passed and signed. 

This program was outlined to the 
strikers’ representatives by the Mayor 
and Hall, and when the signed promise 
of the two officials was presented. to 
the strikers, the vote to go back to 
work was unanimous. Some wished to 
wait until tomorrow morning, but 
Thonias Coyne, nead of the teamsters’ 
local, urged the men to meet the city 
half .way, and relieve the serious con- 
dition that the strike, coming in hot 
weather, has brought about. 

Starkloff Urged Action, 

Health Commissioner Starkloff attend- 
ed the conference in the Mayor’s office 
and was urzent in his insistence that the 
collection of garbage be resumed. He 
said) reports were reaching hid office 
continually that families were dumping 
their garbage in vacant lots and alleys, 
beacause their garbage receptacles are 
full. He said 2 dead horses and some 
75 dead dogs were lying in the streets. 
A moment after he had said this, a mes- 
senger came from his office to tell him 
of another dead-horse complaint. 

The city garbage at this season is esti- 
mated at 300 tons a day, so that the ac- 
cumulated amount is about 1500 tons. The 
Mayor cut short a visit to New York, 
and returned last night, in order to deal 
with the strike situation. He went to the 
stables, at Vandeventer avenue and For- 
est Park boulevard, last night, and 
talked to some of the strikers. 

40 Policemen at Barna. 

Forty policemen, who were detailed 
to protect drivers who might return to 
work, or men who might be hired in 
their places, were at the stables for a 
time this morning.

BABY DYING EVERY 
HOUR IN NEW YORK 
FROM PARALYSIS 


Record Is 12 Deaths in as Many 
Hours; Total Now 
Is 138. 


178 NEW CASES FOUND 


Parents, Alarmed by Epidemic, 
Rush to Health Officers 
for Advice. 


‘NEW YORK, July 5.—The average of 
one death an hour was maintained to- 
day by the infantile paralysis epidemic, 


12 children dying of the disease between 
19 o’clock last night and 10 o'clock this 
morning in the five boroughs of New 
York City. 

In 48 hours there were 178 new cases 
reported, of which 102 occurred in the 
last 24 hours, in or near the seat of the 
epidemic in Brooklyn. 

In one Brooklyn hospital today there 
were 225 children victims of the dtseases, 
many of whom, it was said, had only 
a slight chance of recovery. 

Health Commissioner Emerson was in 
conference with his assistants and a 
corps of medical experts all morning. 
It is understood that drastic measures 
to rid the city of the’ plague are under 
consideration. 

The officers of the Health Department 
were besieged today by men, women 
and children, mostly foreigners, who, 
terrrified by reports of the spread of 
the disease, denlanded medical advice. 
It was necessary to summon extra 
policemen to preserve order and at one 
time those waiting for an audience with 
the doctors formed a line which extend- 
ed for nearly a block. 

Since June 2%, when the epidemic took 
hold, 702 cases of infantile paralysis 
have been reported. Of this number 
138 died. Physicians fighting the dis- 
ease were of the opinion that cooler 
weather would do more than any- 
thing else in routing the plague. 

138 Have Died. 

At least 10 more children are reported 
to have died from the disease during the 
night. Seven of them lived in the sec- 
tion of Brooklyn where the epidemic 
originated. 

Dr. S. R. Blattleis, Brooklyn Health 
Commissioner, said today that the epi- 
demic showed no signs of abatement. 

It was learned this morning that sev- 
eral cases of infantile paralysis had been 
discovered in Long Island Connecticut 
and New Jersey. 

Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, today or- 
dered what is virtually a quarantine of 
Governor's Island because of the epi- 
demic. By the ocmmander’s orders no 
children are to be permitted to visit 
the island and the soldiers there will 
not be permitted to visit their families 
until further notice. 

Expects 1500 Cases. 

Commissioner Emerson expects the to- 
tal number of cases to get above 1500, 
which is the capacity of the depart- 
ment’s contagious disease hospitals and 
for this class of cases. Under the 
charter he may make such a demand 
on any institution in the city, whether 
public or private. 

Tne spreai of the diseuse in (New York 
and: Brooklyn at the present time has 
alarmed the New York Health Depart- 
ment to such a degree that it is se- 
riously considering means of ‘‘quaran- 
tining”’ all children in their living rooms 
for two weeks. How to accomplish 
that in the tenement districts without 
creating a worse condition is the big 
cuestion not solved. Peremptory orders 
were given to all moving picture houses 
to forbid entrance to children. All pic- 
nics and summer gatherings for chil- 
dren under the control of the various 
city bureaus of New York have been 
abandoned, and the public parks would 
be closed to children were it not for 
the ever-present fear of creating . worse 
situation by crowding in the tenements. 

At first it was feared that the disease 
was being spread through the schools, 
but in Brooklyn, where the epidemic got 
its start, nine out of each 10 afflicted 
have been under school age. There is 
a large Italian population in this Brook- 
lyn district, and it was suspected that 
the germ might have been brought from 
Italy. Immigration from Italy has been 
slight of late, though, and cable in- 
quiries at Naples and Palermo, from 
wifence come most of the [talian immi- 
grants, did not reveal any unusual 
health conditions there. : 

From this little restricted Italian dis- 
trict in South Brooklyn the disease has 
crept through that city, gone almost 
the entire lenkth of Manhattan Island 
(Old New York) and out into the broad, 
open fields of Long Island. A mystify- 
ing feature of the situation is that in 
1907 a similar outbreak began in this 
same’ Brooklyn district. It is not sug- 
gested, however, that the germs have 
been dormant all this time. 

More than 50,000 babies and smal! chil- 
dren are known to have been taken 
from New York City ‘within the last 
few weeks. In consequence, sporadic 
cases are expected throughout the out- 
lying districts.

MISSOURI EDISON 
- FEOF $100,000 


Fix Their Compensation at $30 
a Share for Collecting From 
the Union Electric. 


Today was the date fixed for the 70 
minority stockholders of the Missouri 
Edison Electric Co. to go tnto court to 
collect $606,547.80, which they recently 
won after 13 years of litigation with 
the Ugion Electric Light and Power Co. 
Everything went well with the arrange- 
ments and the Union company was all 
ready to pay over the amount, but 


there came a Budden hitch. The attor- 
neys made known that they would ex- 
pect a fee of $100,000 for conducting the 
litigation. 

The attorneys figured that through 
their prosecution of the suit each of 
the plaintiffs would receive $101.2 more 
for each share of Missouri Edison stock 
he held than if he had accepted the 
amount offered by the Union Electric. 
The attorneys figured their fee on the 
basis of $30 a share. 

The lawyers who will participate in 
the division of the fee are Douglas W. 
Robert, Elenious Smith, W. B. Thomp- 
son and D. T. Bomar of Fort Worth, 
Tex. 

Question of Reasonable Fee. 

When the attorneys undertook the 
litigation there was an understanding 
that a ‘reasonable fee’ should be 
charged, and now t question which 
has arisen is that of what is a ‘‘reason- 
able fee.’’ 

The plaintiffs were offered $5 a share 
for their holdings at the time the North 
American Co., in forming an electric 
merger in St. Louis, took over the Mis- 
sourt Edison company. This they re- 
fused. The attorneys figured that if 
they had taken this and had invested it 
at 6 per cent they would now have only 
$89 for each share. They say that 
through their efforts the holders of the 
stock will receive $101.20 more than $89, 
and that as they will get it through 
their attorneys, the attorneys are en- 
titled to at least $30 a share. 

It was stated today by one familiar 
with all details of the litigation that ali 
of the plaintiffs with the exception of 
Frank A. Ruf of the Antikamnia Chem.- 
ical Co., agreed with the attorneys that 
$100,000 was a reasonable fee.

In the battle of the Somme the French 
and English appear to be attempting to 
blast their way through the solid Ger- 
man wall. 

For the first time during 23 months 
of war, something approaching concert- 


ed pressure and assault of the com- 
bined allies appears to be developing 
against the central empires. On the 


west front a great English and French 
offensive is under way, and a terrific 
battle is raging which may mark the 
grand climax of the war. 

The Russians continue to press upon 
the Austro-Hungarian forces in Buko- 
wina, and show renewed activity against 
Hindenberg’s lines south of Riga, while 
at the same time strong advances were 
attempted against the sector held by 
Field Marshal Prince Leopold of Ba- 
Varia north of Smorgon.

BY STAFF GENERAL 


Steps Preceding the General At- 
tack Were All Directed 
by Gen. Joffre. 


OPEN FIGHTING NEAR 


French Said to Have Destroyed 
All of Defensive Works 
on Somme. 


LONDON, July 5.—“‘Only German sol- 


diers now stand between the French and 
the said Major-General 
F. B. Maurice yesterday, referring to 
the part of the river which flows north- 
ward to the east of the sector along 


which the French have made their great- 
est gains. ‘‘The last of the enemy’s de- 


fensive works in that sector have been 
captured by our allies.’’ 

In giving the Associated Press a sum- 
mary of the results attained by the 
entente allied offensive on the western 
front, Major-General Maurice, who is 
director of military operations of the 
imperial general staff, continued: 

‘“‘Much undeserved obloquy has been 
heaped upon the British army by En- 
glish, French and American people be- 
cause we apparently did nothing to as- 
sist the French in the desperate fighting 
on the Verdun front. But all this time 
we were doing the part requested by 
Gen. Joffre. 

‘‘According to this plan, we conserved 
our troops, accumulated supplies and 
waited the word for the grand offensive 
in which we were to play our part with 
the Russians and:Italians as well as the 
French. For tactical and moral reasons 
which need not be dilated upon, it wus 
necessary that the French should not 
lose the east bank of the Meuse and 
Gen. Joffre informed up that he could 
hold the positions which commanded 
that part, of the river until the end ‘cf 
June, so we knew we were going t9% 
strike at the beginning of July. 

“The blow planned by the allied gen- 
eral staffs included offensives by the 
Russians and Italians. We are not dis- 
appointed with our own advance, which 
we expected to be slow, and we are 
enormously pleased with the wonderful 
progress made by the French, who, 
with comparatively light losses, are 
sweeping forward to the Somme. 

Germans Were Surprised. 

“It is quite evident the Germans were 
surprised by the strength of the French 
offensive. They. evidently believed our 
allies would be kept too busy before 
Verdun to participate seriously in the 
western offensive which they knew was 
coming. Consequently they made ex- 
tensive preparations before our front, 
piling up reinforcements there, while 
comparatively neglecting the southern 
sector dominated by the French. The 
Germans, anticipating our move, 
brought up great forces. much of which 
consisted of independent units called 
mousqueton battalions, armed only with 
light machine guns. It was these bat- 
talions which inflicted heaviest losses 
on us, 

“Our enemy is brave and resourceful! 
and put up a desperate defense, espe- 
cially in the region from Gommecourt 
to Fricourt. where he evidently expect- 
ed our main attack. In this region the 
fighting was especially severe. The 
chalk formation gave the Germans a 
splendid chance to make the hest use 
of their miners, who constructed dug- 
outs and other defensive works, which 
our heaviest shells could not destroy. 
From the works mousqueton battalions 
put up a most determined resistance. 

Fricourt Hard. 

“Physical features made the capture 
of Fricourt peculiarly difficult and our 
severe losses there were not unexpect- 
ed. Montauban was one of the strong- 
est positions upled by the Germans, 
but our advance there was brilliant 
and rapid, without the lossés suffered 
between Gommecourt'and Fricourt. 

“On the whole, we aré well satisfied 
with our advance. We will continue our 
artillery preparation, as we have no 
intention of butting our head against 
a stone wall. 

‘The human factor must be consid- 
ered, and this factor presents some un- 
expected problems, on the German side. 
since, after all, the enemy has some- 
thing to say about the progress of any 
offensive. We are meeting strenuous 
opposition. Our progress most certainly 
will be deliberate. Many places MHke 
Fricourt wlil be taken only after over- 
coming desperate opposition. 

“That our gallant allies should ad- 
vance faster with smaller losses than 
we is not only the fortune of war. but 
may be called poetic justice, since they

“Go so Far, and Not a Step 
Further,’’ Officer Told Men 
About to Advance. 


SCENES 


PARIS, July 5.—The astonishing fea- 
ture of the Picardy battle so far as the 
French are concerned is the small loss 
incurred. Reports thus far received 
show that one army corps which took 
a permanent part in the fighting lost 
just 80 men. The regiments which 
took Flaucourt did not lose a single 
man. All the wounded who have been 
brought to Paris hospitals speak of this 
extraordinary immunity. 

‘What pleasantly surprised us,” said 
one, ‘‘was the few losses. When we 
climbed out of the trenches we expect- 
ed to walk into a hail of bullets. Well, 
I covered a mile and a quarter without 
hearing one whistle past. It was when 
we entered the enemy’s lines that a 
Mauser bullet struck my arm. Few of 
my comrades were hit. 

“The Germans literally had been pul- 
verized by our bombardment. Those 
who were still alive in underground 
shelters came out at our approach and 
quietly surrendered. 

‘The six-day preparatory shelling was 
terrible. When the time fixed for the 
attack came our Major sald simply, 
‘Now, boys, the General is counting on 
you.’ Then he explained to us the ef- 
fect of our attack had in view, ending 


with the caution, “and when you get 
there not an inch further.” We were 
given three days’ rations and off we 
went. 


Task Accomplished Quickly. 
“We accomplished the task set us an 
hour hefore the time fixed. Helped by 
sappers, the troops soon put our posi- 
tions into a state of defense. As for 
me, I walked back to the ambulance 
and on the way met cooks carrying 
pails of hot soup and stew to the new- 
ly won trenches.” 

An eyewitness account of the fighting 
sums up the results of the first stages 
of the conflict as follows: 

“Our objectives reached within a few 
hours first and second German lines 
taken along our entire front; villages 
captured, occupied and fortified, more 
than 5900 prisoners. This was the result 
of the first day of the great battle. 

“While it impossible for any one 
observer to reconstruct the entire scene 
of this vast action north and south of 
the Somme, yet this picture of events in 
an important sector of the colonial corps 
will give an idea of the entire range of 
the operations. 

“At 7 o'clock in the morning the rum- 
ble of artillery was already forcible, 
shells hurtied over heads, the earth 
trembled and the air palpitated with 
the explosion of monster guns. The ef- 
fect of our fire on the German position 
could be plainly seen as great masses of 
smoke and debris rose high in the air 
from the burning shells. Before us the 
villages of Dompiere and Becquincourt 
were only scattered ruins.

The losses they have sustained 
under the bombardment have been 
great. Wounded German soldiers, sup- 
ported by their vanquishers, join the 
incessant throng of prisoners who now 
fill up an evacuated trench. 

‘11:10 a. m., a telephone call says that 
everywhere the object sought by the 
brigade has been attained. The orders 
of the Colonel are not to go beyond the 
conquered positions and to install them- 
selves solidly. According to tnstruc- 
tions, the French are ready to organise 
and wait. From the trenches prisoners 
continue to defile.’’

They tried it out early this morning 
after adopting it as a regimental song. 
The blating of the band and the lusty 
shouting awakened~the entire camp. 
Col. Raupp of Pierce City, the com- 
mander of the regiment, has procured 
for a mascot a flop-eared hound, which 
will be known to the men on the border 
as “Old Mizzoo.”’ 

._B Troop is eager to take the south- 
ward trail. As Capt. Butterfield, a six-

Jail Guard's Shoulder Broken. 
Otto Price, a jail guard, living at 1730 


Olive street, applied at the central dis- 
pensary last night for treatment for a 
fractured shoulder. He said he was 
knocked down and kicked by a stranger 
on the Lemay Ferry road near the Mer- 
amec River. 
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the patient in an unscreened room with 
flies crawling over the sick baby’s face. 
Screens or instant removal to the hos- 
pital, was the order in every case. 

The visitors found that a common »e- 
lief prevailed among parents that after 
the fever—which commonly leaves the 
patient in a few days—had subsided the 
danger from infection was over, and 
spent a good deal of time in explaining 
the necessity for a quarantine of eight 
weeks at least. 

It is these children who are believed 
by parents to be well except for ‘“‘trou- 
ble with the feet.’ who are believed to 
be to a considerable extent responsible 
for the spread of the infection. One 
cause came to light yesterday of three 
children who had been allowed at large 
on the street, one on foot and another in 
@ baby carriage, for several days. They 
were discovered by chance when a phy- 
siclan noticed two boys walking with 
difficulty. 

A visit was paid to the mother, who 
informed the, physician that the boys 
had been sick with fever two weeks ago. 
She treated them at her home and after 
two or three days, after finding that the 
fever had subsided, told them to go out 
of doors, believing that exercise was 
just the thing they needed. They went 
out and have since been playing with 
other children. 

As the system is at present, each 
building where infantile paralysis oc- 
curs is marked at once with a poster 
calling attention to the illness within, 
warning all persons not to enter, and 
forbidding the person who ig ill from 
leaving the premises until he receives 
rermission from the Health Depart- 
ment. 

Renovation, according to the rules of 
the department, consists in washing the 
floors with a solution of hot salsoda 
and water, repapering the walls. If the 
walls are painted they must have a 
fresh coat of paint. Ten days after the 
removal of the patient is allowed the 
landlord to do this. 

Although Dr. Simon Flexner of the 
Rockefeller Institute, in March 1913, 
announced his discovery of the very 
small germ—it proved to be the smallest 
disease germ ever discovered, something 
like one ten-thousandth the size of a red 
corpuscle of the blood—which he gave 
the very big name “poliomyelitis,”’ the 
germ of infantile paralysis, no one has 
found how to destroy it or make a per- 
son immune from it. 

About all that is known about it is 
that the pestilence is not a blood germ; 
it makes its home in the mucus mem- 
branes of the body, especially the 
throat, nose and intestines, and it can be 
spread in any one of a dozen ways. The 
house ffty is given a large part of the 
blame for distributing it, but the germs 
may be transmitted through dirty hand- 
kerchiefs that victims have used, in the 
expectorations which find their way to 
food children eat, especially milk, and on 
the breath of the afflicted. Unhappily, 
as no,one young or old is immune, and 
a% a person may be a carrier and dis- 
tributor of the germs and not be aware 
of the fact, it is one of the most dan- 
gerous of the known diseases, 


Dr. Flexner’s discovery has been veri- 
fied both by the microscope—not the 
usual instrument of the. scientist, but 


by the most highly developed of them 
all—and by his use of the germ on 
monkeys. He has found that only two 
creatures beside human beings can have 
infantile paralysis—a monkey and a 
barnyard hen. Neither of them will pro- 
vide a serum that is efficacious on a 
child. Those good old standbys in the 
supplying of serum, the cew and the 
horse, will not ‘‘take’’ yet. Dr. Flex- 
ner has produced infantile paralysis in 
a monkey by injecting the germ from 
the human being and carried it on from

Epidemic of Infantile Paralysis in New York City 
Makes Action Unadvisable Says Dr. 
John Zahorsky, a Specialist. 


Dr. John Zahorsky, a St. Louis spe- 
Clalist in children's diseases, who has 
made a study of infantile paralysis, 
said today to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had advised several families 
not to take their children to Pastern 
resorts this summer, because of © the 
prevalence of infantile paralysis in the 
City of New York. 

This advice, he said, would not apply 
to families which had their own cot- 
tages at isolated places For such, he 
believes there would be very little dan- 
ger. But there would be danger, he 
says, in crowded hotels, at public bath- 
ing beaches and on board walks. 

Because of the number of cases of 
infantile paralysis in New York, Dr. 
Zahorsky thinks it likely that cases will 
appear at various places along the coast. 

At present, he said, there is no indica- 
tion that the disease will appear here, 
or at the lake resorts of the central 
States. It makes its appearance unex- 
pectedly, and sometimes in unexplained 
ways, and the summer is commonly the 
time when it becomes prevalent. 


Dr. G. A. Jordan, Assistant Health 
Commissioner, told a Post-Dispatcn re- 
porter today that St. Louis, fortunately, 
was singularly free of infantile para/- 
ysis. This he attributed to the cam- 
paign against thé house fly, which, Le 
points out, is the best known trons- 
mitter of the disease. 

Dr. Jordan asserts the only protection 
against the disease is to fortify one's 
family by an effort to exterminate the 
fly and the exercise of care in the prep- 
aration of fiy-contaminated foods. Aijl 
food likely to come in contact with 
flies should be thoroughly washed and 
cooked and care taken that files do not 
touch it after it is served at table, he 
advises. 


Health Department records show the 
last case of infantile paralysis was re- 
ported here in April. But six cases 
were noted in the 12 months prior 
thereto. Dr. Jordan maintains that it 
has been definitely established that “ies 
feeding on dead animals, decayed matter 
or filth pick up the germs and carry them 
to children or foods. 

While tne disease is largely preva- 
lent among small children, Dr. Jordan 
points out that adults may take it. He 
says there is danger of older persons 
carrying the germ home, and he advises 
that persons with children refrain from 
visiting homes where the disease is 
present. Dr. Jordan also advises, in 


case of epidemic, that parents take 
healthy children away to safe places. 


“Watch the Food Your Children Eat,” 
Says Dr. Saunders. 
Dr. 


E. W. Saunders of 15 South 


|Grand avenue, three summers ago, made 


an experimental study of infantile pa- 
ralysis, and satisfied himself, and many 
other practitioners of high standing, 
that the fly is connected with the 
spread of the disease. Dr. Saunders 
suffered an attack of ptomaine polson- 
ing, a few days ago, and is ill at his 
home. 

He said, following his researches of 
three years ago, that no child should be 
permitted to eat out of doors, during 
the fly season, unless protected by 
mosquito netting. No bread, cold meat, 
fruit or other article which attracts 
flies, should be eaten by children until 
it has been sterilized by heat. 
plies to cookies, doughnuts and all 
bread stuffs. 

Dr. Saunders also condemned the sys- 
tem of transporting garbage in open 
wagons, saying this plan was almost as 
perilous to the public as it would be to 
let the garbage lie in the alleys. The 
garbage should be covered, and wagons 
should be sprayed with coMpounds like 
those used by dairymen, he said, to 
keep flies at a distance. 

His theory was that the germ of in- 
fantile paralysis is deposited by flies im 
the breadstuffs or other cold food, and 
hence, that any child eating such food 
which has been exposed to flies, and 
which has not been sterilized by heat, !s 
in danger of contracting the disease. 

Dr. Saunders also pursued the theory 
that infantile paralysis is concurrent, in 
the times and places of its appearance, 
with the disease known as “‘limber- 
neck” in chickens. He conducted a se- 
ries of experiments, and succeeded in 
infecting a monkey with germs from a 
chicken, borne in the larvae of a fly, 
which caused the monkey's death from 
paralysis. This demonstration, whica 
was conducted in a meeting of the S&t.

FUNERAL T0 TAKE 
PLACE TOMORROW 


Was Famous as Detective Chief 
and as Questioner of Sus- 
pected Prisoners. 


William Desmond, 62 years old, who 
was Chief of Detectives of St. Louls 
from 1890 to 1907, died at the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital at noon yesterday. 
The funeral will be at 8:30 a. m. to- 
morrow from 4290 Page boulevard, where 
he lived with his sister, Miss Maria 
Desmond, and his 12-year-old son, Wil- 
Services will be at 
St. Ann's Catholic Church. 

Desmond's health had been failing for 
two years and he had been in the hos- 
pital since last October, under treatment 
for a nervous.collapse. His wife died 
several years ago. 

Since he resigned from the Police De- 
partment nine years ago, he had been 
conducting a private detective agency in 
partnership with John Keely, who 
worked under him as a city detective. 
Famous for Handling Prisoners. 
Although he never studied psychology 
of crime as a science, Desmond's nat- 
ural instinct for reasoning hidden mo- 


tives gave him a wide reputation. He 
guessed at things with an accuracy that 
was uncanny. 


was in the subject’s mind that contrib-. 
uted very largely to his sucecss as a 
“sweater.” The suspect was frequently 
led to believe by the detective’s line of 
questioning that he knew more than he 
really did. Desmond’s power of sug- 
gestion, too, was an important contribu- 
tor to his influence over criminals. 

By building up in a roundabout way @ 
fictitious self-defense plea he frequently 
trapped murderers into confessing their 
guilt. He would suggest that they had 
killed in defending their own lives and 
after they had fallen into that trap he 
would begin to tear down the self-de- 
fense plea by suggesting that the mur- 
der had been provoked. While leading 
the prisoner through a maze of various 
defenses he. would be accumulating 
enough evidence gathered from the sus- 
pect’s own admissions to make corrobo- 
ration easily obtainable and the net re- 
sult was that when the case was pre- 
sented in court, the State would have 
evidence that did not depend upon the 
defendant’s confession. | 

Attorneys representing accused men 
made the most of Desmond's ‘sweat 
box.” They pictured it as a chamber 
of horrors and sometimes led jurors to 
believe that there was an electrical con- 
trivance in connection with it that tor- 
tured men into confessing things of 
which they were innocent. 

As a matter of fact, the “sweat box’”’ 
was an ordinary chair. The phrase was 
coined by newspaper men. The “‘sweat- 
ing’”’ process was nothing more than a 
series of rapid fire questions put from 
so many different angles that a suspect 
could not dodge them all and finally 
broke down after he had been caught in 
a net of lies. 

“T want you to tell me the truth. You 
know a Mar is worse than a thief.

keep both feet on the floor, keep his}. 


hands in his lap, look him straight in 
the eye and resort to all sorts of little 
tricks to bring the prisoner under his 
domination. 

Although he obtained thousands * of 
confessions in his career, some of which 
were startling in their character, Des- 
mond prided himself on the capture of 
the Hedgepeth-Slye gang of train rob- 
bers. He considered that his greatest 
bit of detective work. 

Envelope Gives Robbery Clew. 

An express traifi had been held up at 
Glendale and the robbers escaped with 
about $50,000. The identity of the rob- 
bers was a mystery until a man living 
on Swan avenue found a piece of the 
express company’s envelope in a shed. 
He gave Desmond a description of the 
occupants of the house who had moved 
in and out just prior to and just after 
the train robbery, together with a de- 
scription of an’ express wagon which 
had hauled their trunks to Union Sta- 
tion. 

Desmond found the expressman 
learned the destination of the trunks. 
The result was the capture of Marion 
Hedgepeth and his proiher-in-law, Adel- 
bert Slye. Both were convicted. Hedge- 
peth got 25 years, but was pardoned at 
the expiration of 20 years through the 
efforts of Desmond himself who re- 
warded the robber for having giving 
him a valuable tip whilé in jail. 

In his 31 years on the force Desmond 
was never before the Police Board on 
charges. He was a teetotaler, and very 
seldom smoked. 

Noted for Fighting Ability. 

In his early days on the force Des- 
mond was noted for his fighting ability. 
He never allowed a prisoner to get 
away from him, and in the old days 
of the “Bloody Third” district re- 
sisting arrest was a popular pastime. 

It was often related how Desmond 
had fought with a dangerous criminal 
on the ice-coated streéts around Third 
and Christy in midwinter and how both 
the prisoner and captor finally rolled 
into the police station showing signs of 
a hard-fought battle. 

In the neighborhood of 1710 O’Fallon 
street, where he was reared, Desmond 
was always known as “Bill Dez."’ Stories 
of his natural shrewdness were current 
in that neighborhood. One of these had 
to do with a robber whom he captured 
by sending™him & written invitation to 
visit him at his home. A clerk in a store 
had been overpowered and robbed by 
two men, one of whom escaped. Theo- 
dore Schlottman, the other robber was 
captured. 

Invites Robber to Visit Him. 

Desmond sweated Schlottmen for sev- 
eral days and in an unguarded moment 
Schlottman revealed the name of a 
small town in North Dakota where his 
“pal” probably could be found. Des- 
mond wrote a letter to the fugitive and 
signed it with Schlottman’s name. The 
letter informed the fugitive that they 
were not suspected of the robbery and 
instructed him to 
and meet Schlottman at 1710 O’Fallon 


street, as there was a chance to puil| 


off another “good job.” 

The man in North Dakota took the 
bait. He arrived a few mornings later 
at Desmond’s residence. Desmond an- 
swered the bell. He told the visitor 
that Schlottman no longer lived there. 


but he would take him to the place 


where he then lived. He took him to 
the city jall. Both robbers were’ con- 
victed. : 

One of the few men from whom Des- 
mond failed to get a confession was 
Ben Kilpatrick, leader of gang which 
held up and robbed a Great Northern 
train at Wagner, Mont., in 1900, and 
stole $83,000 from the express car. A 
part of the loot was unsigned bank 
notes. Several of these notes were 
passed in St. Louis and Desmond's men 
traced these to Kilpatrick. He was ar- 
rested. Desmond sweated him for days, 
but could not induce him to confess. 
Then he took other means to collect 
evidence. He learned that a woman who 
had been stopping at the Laclede Hotel 
was an accomplice of Kilpatrick. 
Through this woman he obtained the 
evidence which fastened the train rob- 
bery on Kilpatrick and helped to con- 
vict him. 

Desmond worried himself sick, his 
friends say, in his efforts to get back 
on the force. He was not seeking the 
remuneration, as he was reputed to 
have an independent fortune. He want- 
ed vindication. He always contended 
that the Stewart Police Board had dealt 
unfairly with him in reducing him dur- 
ing the detective graft investigation ‘and 
he wanted to be reinstated, he said, just 
ty convince his friends that politics had 
a lot to do with his retirement. Des- 
mond’s friends said in his behalf that 
the detectives under him acoused of 
graft were pets of influential politicians 
and that Desmond could not have had 
them removed, even had he known they 
were grafting. 

Desmond was once asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter if he could suggest 
any preventive of crime. 

“Well,” he said, “that is a broad ques- 
tion, but I can tell that the best pre- 
ventive of burglary is a small dog in the 
house. Burglars have told me that 
when the dog begins to bark they pio- 
ture the man in the house ng up 
and waiting for them in the with 
a ‘cannon.’ When a burglar finds a 
emall dog on the job he gets out as fast 
as he can.”

Many Are Fired in City Despite 


Their Use. 


Ordinance Forbidding 


Blank cartridge pistols, the use of 
which is forbidden by law, caused 14 
of 31 Fourth of July accidents which 


were reported to the St. Louis police. 


In most cases the wounds inflicted were 
in the hands of those holding the pis- 
tols. These wounds are dangerous in 
their possibilities, will require 
careful attention for several days. 

In three other cases boys were wound- 
ed by bullets from loadéd pistols or 
rifles. Other accidents were caused by 
large firecrackers, Roman candles, toy 
cannons and loose gunpowder. 

John Kraft, 22 years old, of 7119 Ala- 
bama avenue, was burned about the 
face by the explosion of a toy cannon, 
in which he was ramming a charge. 
The sight of both his eyes is in dan- 
ger. 

A sparkler, supposedly harmless, set 
fire to the dress worn by Mary Harri- 
son, 6 years old, of 3952 Shenandoah av- 
enue, as she played in a neighbor's 
yard. Sne was burned about the legs 
and body, and is in a serious condition. 

Leslie Thorpe, 14, of 4178 Castleman 
avenue, was burned about the face and 
head, through setting off gunpowder 
with a match. Joseph Hood, 42, of 3854 
Fairview avenue, was walking at Grand 
avenue and Cherokee street when one 
of a wagon load of roisterers threw a 
firecracker which burst near his fale, 
causing severe burns. 

In years before the “safe and sane 
Fourth” idea came to prevail the num- 
ber of annual Fourth of July accidents 
ranged from 120 to 160, and usually in- 
cluded at least one outright killing. The 
first “safe and sane’’ year was 1909, and 
the idea has gained strength every year 
since.

$2400 TAKEN FROM SAFE 


High Power Rifle and Shotgun 
Used in Fusillade, After Wire 
Connections Are Cut.

TOPEKA, Kan., July 5.—Threas men 
in @ motor car that was reported to 
have been driven by a woman blew open 
the safe of the State bank at St. Mary’s, 
25 miles west of here. early today, and 
escaped with $2400. R. J. Best, City 
Marshal, Mrs. James Howard, her son, 
Clay Howard, and Will Ehrbacher were 
shot trying to drive off the robbers. 

After unloading the robbers, the driver 
of the car turned it around and stood 
guard over the main street of the town 
t2 prevent citizens from rushing the 
rebbers‘at their work in the bank build- 
ing. Best was shot through the lungs. 
He is in a Topeka hospital in a serious 
condition and may die. 

Ehrbacher,.Mrs. Howard and her son 
were shot by the robbers as they ran 
to the bank to try to prevent the rob- 
Mery... 

The motor car drove into town and 
up to the telephone office. A man 
climbed up a pole just outside the office 
and cut the cables leading to Topeka. 
The telegraph wires were also cut just 
east of town. 

The night telephone operator heard 
the men at work and called the City 
Marshal and also the policy of Topeka 
before the wires went down. 

The robbers went to the bank across 
the street, one shot a hole through the 
plate-glass window and two climbed into 
the counting room, while the third and 
the driver stood guard in the street. 

The safe was blown open in a few 
minutes and the money taken out. The 
robbers were in their car almost before 
the town knew there had been a rob- 
bery. 

Best came running down the street to- 
ward the bank and was shot by one of 
the robber guards, who used a high- 
power rifle. Ehrbacher, Mrs. Howard 
and her son were struck by buckshot 
from a shotgun said to have been fired 
by the driver. 

As the robbers left the bank building 
they began firing up and down the street 
at those who had heard the explosion 
and were coming out of their houses.

DEAL DEMOGRAGY 
IS NATION'S NEED, 
HUGHES DECLARES 


Republican Nominee Hopes for 
New Sentiment for Unity, 
From Present Perils. 


BRIDGEHAMPTON, N. Y., July 5.— 
Charles E. Hughes, speaking at the 
nearby village of Easthampt, told a 
Fourth of July audience that what 
America needs just now above all other 
things is an intelligent comprehension of 
the ideals of democracy. He asserted 
that the nation needs more than thrills 
in its patriotism and said his dream of 
America was of a country officered by 
ita best men, actuated by no thought of 
self. He devoutly hoped, the nominee 
declared, for a new: birth of the senti- 
ment of unity from the country’s pres- 
ent perils. 

“We are not a rash people,” he said. 
‘We are not filled with a spirit of mili- 
tarism. We are not anxious to get into 
trouble, but if anybody thinks that the 
spirit of service and sacrifice is lost 
and that we have not got the old senti- 
ment of self-respect he doesn’t under- 
stand the United States.” 

Mr. Hughes spoke from a knoll on 
the village green after motoring over 
from his summer home here to review 
the village preparedness parade. 

Learning to Talk Again, 

“T have been long on silence and very 
short on talk,” he said. “It is an odd 
experience that I am going through, 
picking up the threads of old relations. 
I think I have lived at least five years 
in the last three weeks. 

“One of the pleasantest incidents of 
my return is to be sojourning with you 
in the shadow of the American flag. 
Wherever that flag floats there is a 
shrine. I don’t care in what part of this 
favored land exercises in celebration of 
the anniversary ‘of our independence 
are held there is cause of rejoicing be- 
cause of the opportunities which only 
institutions like ours can afford. 

“It is all very well to talk about the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
strong sentiments which it contains, but 
that was backed by en—men who 
couldn’t have indited it, men who 
couldn’t have committed it to memory, 
men who couldn't have repeated, but 
men in whose lives was the incarnation 
of independence and whose spirit Was 
breathed into that immortal document. 

“It is because we had men who were 
wiling to suffer, to die, to venture and 
to sacrifice that we had the country 
and it is only by that spirit that we 
ever. will be able to keep a country. 
I lové_to think of those hardy men com- 
ing here with the spirit that led all 
pioneers farther and farther west, the 
samé spirit which in every part of our 
land has accounted for our develop- 
ment. 

Americans Not a Rash People. 

“Quiet men, not noisy men; sensible 
men, not. foolish men; straight men, 
honest men, dependable men, real 
men — that is what we mean by 
Americanism. There is a vast 
amount of good judgment in this coun- 
try, much more than the headlines of 
our newspapers seem to indicate. There 
is a vast amount of thoughtfulness in 
this country. We are not a rash peo- 
ple. We are not filled, with a spirit of 
militarism We are not anxious to get into 
trouble, but if anybody thinks that the 
spirit of service and sacrifice is lost and 
that we have not got the old sentiment. 
of self-respect, he doesn’t understand 
the United States. 

“Il am not going to make a speecna, 
but I do want to say a word to you 
along these lines: We want patriotism, 
and I don’t think we are going to lose 
it very soon, although I do devoutly 
hope that out of the perils and diffi- 
culties of this time may come a new 
birth of the sentiment of unity. I do 
hope that in the midst of all these 
troublesome conditions we have a bet- 
ter realization of our national strength 
and of the import of our democratic 
ii-stitutions. 

“The boy is going to thrill at the 
sight of the flag today just as he did 
&) years or a hundred years ago. We 
are all going to thrill. when we hear 
the word's of, our national hymn, and 
when we think of the long years of 
struggle and determination that have 
brought us to this hour. But we want 
scmething more than thrills in our 
putriotism; we want thought, we want 
intelligence. 

“We need not vast extent of terri- 
tory, not great population, not simply 
extraordinary statistics of national] 
wealth, although they speak in elo- 
quent words of energy and managing 
ability; but what we need more than 
anything else is an intelligent compre- 
hension of the ideals of democracy. 

Measure of Genuine Democracy. 

“Those ideals are that every man 
shall have a fair and equal chance ac- 
cording to his talents. It is; not an 
ideal-of democracy that one alone shall 
emerge because of conspicuous ability, 
but that there shall be a great advance 
of the plain people of the country, upon 
whom the prosperity of the country de- 
pends. 

“We deplore every condition in which 
we find man lower than he should be 
under a free government.’ We want 
victories of democracy that the level] 
of success shall be raised. 

“My dream of America is America 
represented in public office by its 
best men, men working entirely for 
the good of the republic and accord- 
ing to the laws and ordinances estab- 
lished by the people for the govern- 
ment of their conduct and not for 
their personal or political desires and 
ambitions; America working her in- 
stitutions as they were’ intended to

Tells Home-Town Folk He'll Let

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 5.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, called on by his fellow-vil- 
lagers for a speech at a Fourth of July 


célebratian here yesterday for the first 


time in several years, asserted that he 


preferred war to the peace that the 
United States is at present having with 
Mexico. He added that in the event of 
an actual declaration of war and a Call 


for volunteers, he would give his home 
folk the first opportunity to join with 
him in proffering their services to the 
Government. 

Col. Roosevelt declared, however, that 
he would rally around him the single 
men and those without families depend- 
ent upon them rather than choose pro- 
miscuously from all classes of men, as 
in the case of the militiamen now called 
to the border.

Such training will teach 
habits of obedience and self-reliance 
and the doing of one’s duty.”’

PARTY LEADERS 
PLAN COALITION 
AGAINST SWANGER 


Will Try to Get Lamm or Morris 
Out of Race and Unite 
on Picked Man. 


Conferences of Republican leaders on 
the Governorship are being held in St. 
Louis today with a view of forming a 
coalition of the supporters of Judge 
Henry Lamm of Sedalia, and Charles 
D. Morris of St. Joseph, to prevent the 
nomination of John B. Swanger of Se- 
dalia, who, the leaders fear, would be 
defeated in the November election if 
he should win the August primary. 

A canvass of the entire States, made 
by Republican leaders, indicates to them 
that Swanger is likely to be nominated 


main in the race. The reports show that 
the dry counties are almost solidly for 
Swanger, while the cities are almost 
equally strong for Lamm and Morris. 
The result of the canvass has been 
analized by the leaders and they be- 
lieve that if either Lamm or Morris 
should withdraw the one remaining in 
the race could defeat Swanger. 

The Republican leaders, ‘from the in- 
formation they have gathered from 
all parts of the State, are convinced 
that Fred D. Gardner of St. Louis, is 
going to win the Democratic nomina- 
tion. They fear that Gardner would 
carry St. Louis over Swanger, and thus 
wipe out the big Republican majority 
in this city. Without a big majority 
in St. Louis in November the Republican 
leaders see little hope of electing their 
Governor and their State ticket. 


Dickey Running Strong. 

The canvass made by the Republican 
leaders ‘convinces them that Walter 
S. Dickey of Kansas City, is going to 
be nominated by an overwhelming ma- 
jority over Nathan Frank and Thomas 
J. Akins of St. Louis. The reports show 
‘that Dickey will carry practically every 
county in the State, and that from 7 
to 9% percent of the Republican votes 
will be cast for him in the different 
counties. 
si Morris in Conference. 

Morris is here today in conference with 
the party leaders, but Judge Lamm is 
represented by the St. Louis managers of 
his campaign. He is beginning today 
a tour of Southwest Missouri. 

The Swanger supporters were invited 
into the conferences. Their attitude was 
that the people wanted Swanger, and 
that the efforts of the leaders to prevent 
his nomination woyld not succeed.

PRESIDENT SPEAKS | 


AT DEDICATION Ot 
LABOR TEMPLE 


Plea in Washington Address for 
Calm Counsel Is Cheered 
Repeatedly. 


INTERRUPTION BY WOMAN 


Announced to Be Beginning of 
New Form of Campaign for 
Suffrage Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—President 
Wilson, at the dedication yesterday of 
the new home of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, told a large audience 
that the greatest barrier to industrial 
peace had been the difficulty of insur- 
ing candid and dispassionate conference 
and that ‘getting our fighting blood 
up’ was “‘the long way and not the 
short way” of securing rights. 

Mr. Wilson’s plea for calm counsel 
brought repeated applause from the 
crowd, which apparently interpreted it 
as having an indirect bearing on the 
Mexican crisis. The President, however, 
did not refer to Mexico or any other for- 
eign country by name. 

“The way we generally strive four 
rights,’’ he said, ‘‘is by getting our fight- 
ing blood up, and ‘I venture to say that 
it is the long way and not the short. If 
you come at me with your fists doubled, 
I think I can promise you that mine will 
doubel as fast as yours; but if you come 
at me and say, ‘Let us sit down and 
take counsel together and, if we differ 
with one another, understand why it Is 
that we differ, just what points are at 
issue,’ we presently will find that we are 
not so far apart after all; that the points 
on which we differ are few and the 
points on which we agree are many, and 
that if we only have the patience and 
the candor and the desire to get to- 
gether, we will get together.”’ 


Refers to Clayton Act. 
Nothing that the President said 


n1gused such cnthusiasm as his praise 
of that section of the Clayton act de- 
claring that labor is not commodity. 

‘“T am sorry,’ he said, “that there 
were any Judges in the Uni:ed State, 
vho had to be told that. It is so ob- 
‘ous that it seems to me the section 
of the Clayton act was a return. to the 
pr.mer of human liberty: but if Judges 
have to have the primer opened before 
them, I am willing to open it.’’ 

Referring to the display of American 
fic gs carried by the union workers in a 
perade which he had reviewed as part 
of the exereises, the President declared 
the flag always should recall America’s 
duty in serving the world. 


“America,” he said, ‘‘did not come into 
existence to make one more great na- 
tion in the family of nations, to show 
its strength, and to exercise mastery. 
Ametica opened her doors to everbody 
who waited to be free and to have 
the same opportunity that everbody else 
had to make the most of his faculties 
and his opportunities, and Amesica wih 
retain its greatness only so long as 
it retains and seeks to realize those 
ideals. No man ought to suffer in- 
justice in America. No man ought in 
america to fai! to see the deep dictate 
ce? humanity.”

Free Bridge and the Terminal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The purpose of building the municipal free 
bridge was to free the trade and commerce of the 
city of St. Louis from the slavery in which it is 
held by the Terminal Association, and not to put 
tife tridge at the mercy and under the control of 
the terminal monopoly, and so strengthen it. The 
proposed ordinances numbered 32, 33 and 34, now 
pending before the Board of Aldermen, if passed 
‘as now drawn, would constitute a binding con- 
tract between the city of St. Louis and the Ter- 
* minal monopoly. It would give the Terminal con- 
_ tractual and practical control over the free bridge, 
“and such a contract is irrepealable. To be sure, 
- @ny railroad not a member of the Terminal Asso- 

ciation, would have a legal right to use the free 

bridge, but each of the 15 railroads composing the 
terminal body could, under pretended orders to 
do business, keep their engines and cars at suc- 
cessive periods upon any or all of their main 
tracks, and so blockade it, and thus effect- 
ually keep out any independent railroad. 
When the Rock Island Railroad tried to get 
into the heart of St. Louls without making any 
aibitrary charge, or becoming a member of the

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NO SHAM PEACE. 

The Carranza note is conciliatory in tone, but 
unsatisfactory in content. 

It insists upon a. dual responsibility for the 
present conflict between the United States and 
the de facto Government. It would be more at- 
curate to say that it offers two differing stand- 
points—the American and the Mexican. From 
the American standpoint the cause of conflict 
is described as the insecurity of the border. 
From the Mexican standpoint it is the story of 
American troops on Mexican territory which the 
note insists is a trespass on Mexican sovereignty 
as well as the immediate cause of conflicts. 

There is no admission of validity in the 
American contention. The two claims are mere- 
ly stated as grounds for mediation, which is sug- 
gested. 

The note strikes one as a rather clumsy way 
of shifting responsibility and of putting the two 
Governments on a par for the purpose of media- 
tion or of further negotiation. 

It is difficult to see how the United States 
Government can admit this parity in the light 
of our own attitude, clearly defined in previous 
communications. Certainly the Carranza state- 
ment cannot be reconciled with the facts. 

Our troops were sent into Mexico when the 
continued slaughter of Americans in Mexico and 
murderous raids on American territory proved 
that the Mexican de facto Government was 
either unwilling or unable to protect the lives 
of Americans in Mexico and our border from 
Mexican raiders. 
our own border. 

The cause of immediate conflicts is the re- 
fusal of Carranza to co-operate in putting down 
banditry and anarchy on the border with his 
proclamations and orders inciting Mexican 
troops and civilians to hostility against Ameri- 
can troops, He admits that the conflict at Car- 
rizal was caused by his own hostile instructions. 

It is difficult to see what mediation will ac- 
It is not a theory or contention, but 
a condition with which we are dealing. We ask 
for peace, order and safety on our border. That 
cannot be obtained by a decision of mediators, 
but only by the action of the de facto Govern- 
ment in putting down disorder and protecting 
the border. It can only be done by co-operation. 

The great majority of the American people, 
we believe, stand with the President in desir- 
ing to keep peace, if possible. But they will 
not be deceived by or satisfied with @ peace 
which does not settle border conditions and the 
menace of Mexican anarchy. 
would lead to worse conditions and costlier war. 

Before the Mexican problem is settled we must 
at least be assured of conditions which make for 


permanent peace.

We have some feeble-minded children here in 
St. Louis. And the present intention is to make 
every effort to strengthen their minds by special 
educational methods. How many of Wisconsin’s 
feeble-minded might have been saved by such 
methods?

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THE MILITIA MOBILIZATION. 

The call to the national) guard of all the states 
in the number of at least 100,000 men for mobili- 
zation on the Mexican border was issued on the 
eighteenth. The eleventh day from that date 
found tens df thousands of these troops far out 
on the long journey with others following as fast 
as trains could be provided. Ten more days will 
undoubtedly seé the whole force subject to the 
call, and in greater number than 100,000 camped 
along the border and ready for any work that 
may be needed. 

This mobilization has met in certain quarters 
a chorus of fault-finding and more or less ridi- 
cule. 

As a matter of fact, this country has never be- 
fore seen a citizen soldiery mobilization carried 
out with such celerity on so great a scale of 
numbers and on so vast a scale of distances. The 
time taken by the regular German army, in Au- 
gust, 1914, to get into Belgium from distances at 
most of a very few hundred miles, over roads 
long prepared and equipped for just such a move- 
ment and with every other measure of prepara- 
ticn long before perfected was practically as long 
as the time taken to marshal this American citi- 
zens’ army in reasonably full equipment and 
camp most of it 2100 miles away from home. 

No one has been more doubtful of the state 
militia as the nation’s second line of defense than 
the Post-Dispatch. But we can get from this dem- 
onstration so far as it has gone more reassurance 
than discouragement. A much greater measure of 
preparedness has already been proved than was to 
have been expected. The mobilization on a na- 
tional scale will in itself be of immense value 
for still greater efficiency in searching out any 
weaknesses of organization and equipment and 
transportation that remain to be remedied. By 
bringing the units of all these states into a com- 
mon field of action, standards for mutual emu- 
lation will be set up exceedingly stimulating and 
improving to the whole body. 

Whatever develops regarding Mexico, this mo- 
bilization should not stop short of the finished 
plan. As a start in practically applying the army 
reorganization bill it will prove invaluable, 

AF A, RNR aceite 
DRESS AND DECENCY IN ALTON. 

Mayor Beall of Alton has ordered the police to 
arrest all women who appear on the streets in 
silhouette or diaphanous gowns—notwithstanding 
the weather. We are just wondering which is the 
more immoral, the excessive modesty of the 
Mayor or the excessive modishness of the trans- 
parent drapery. Before he called attention to 
it, the diaphanous dress enjoyed a less scanda- 
lous reputation, to be sure. Be that as it may, 
we believe the arrest of the wearers is uncon- 
stitutional, because there is no law to compel 
women to wear perfectly opaque garments—such 
as felt skirts, for example, in July or anyother 
time; whereas there is a clause forbidding cruel 
and unusual punishments. 

In point of decency, it seems to us that a bi- 
furcated Mayor in undisguised pants has nothing 
on a draped but silhouetted citizenness with an 
equal number of ambulatory members—shall we 
say limbs? To discover indecency in things that 
are not essentially indecent seems to us quite as 
heinous as to dress in the extreme mode. How- 
ever, the discussion of what women shall wear 
is and has always been futile. Men and laws 
have never successfully regulated women’s ap- 
parel. Fashions have always been superior to at- 
tempts at control, and it has been only primi- 
tive stupidity which made the attempts. 
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RUSSIA’S CONDITION. 

“Judging from inquiries from nearly every 
part of the world,” says the Petrograd Novoe 
Vremya, “the present condition of Russia is not 
in any sense known. A few lines therefore to 


satisfy our inquirers:” 

At the opening of the war, Russia mobilized 
400,000 soldiers, and ordered them to the as- 
sistance of Servia. Two days later Germany, 
after her ultimatum of twenty-four hours, be- 
gan deploying troops all along our frontier. 
Half of the troops ordered south had there- 
fore to be recalled to defend our line against 
the Germans. Two hundred thousand men 
could neither hold the Austrian million, nor 
the German million, much less go to effective 
aid on behalf of little Servia. One million men 
were therefore called to arms; and without 
even two weeks’ drilling they were rushed to 
the two fronts. They were no soldiers, mere 
humen cannon fodder, and the event proved 
the prediction of thinking men. Meanwhile 
another million men were called to arms; and 
drilled an entire year. They are soldiers, and 
they are at the front now. Six hundred 
thousand more are drilling; and another half 
million has been called to arms this spring. 
The remnants of the original army is less than 
one hundred. thousand effectives; of the first 
recruits not more than six hundred thousand 
are left: but our total effective today is one 
million seven hundred thousand, with another 
drilled million te back them. 

Economically Russia hardly feels the war: 
many provinces have barely heard of its ex- 
istence. True, we have an increase of twenty 
billion dollars #forty billion rubles) in our 
national debt; tat the pressure has not sunk 
into the general public. Only one item has 
brought restrictions—the vodka (whisky). 
Russia today neither makes, sells or uses the 
article. As a consequence, according to the 
statement this spring to the Douma by M. 
Barck, Russian Minister of Finance, the savings 
institutions throughout the country, the mother 
house in Petrograd and ten thousand branches 
in the provinces, have wonderfully improved in 
deposits. 


In 1914, January, the total deposits amounted 
to only 1,874,000 rubles ($935,000); in 1915, Jan- 


($27,900,000); and in 1916, January, the enor- 
mous total was reached of 119;208,000 rubles 
($59,100,000), a total increase in the savings 
since the war began of three and one-half billion 
rubles. 

The paper states that Russia has awakened 


trom her sleep of false security and has 6,000,000 
men eager to vindicate her honor
